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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's 
submission filed on 14 August 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

3. The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Support 
for the baking limitation in Claim 3 is described as being present at page 8, lines 
1 0-1 3 of the Specification. However, this portion of the Specification describes 
the baking step in the context of moisture content being less than 10 ppm in the 
baking atmosphere and in the context of a post-treatment step when the 
chromium film has been deposited by wet-type-plating. Neither of these features 
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is claimed. It is unclear how applicant otherwise considers support to be present 
for the claimed limitation when these further limitations are not specified. 

5. Claims 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Applicant has introduced a baking limitation. 
While the provided claim language and supporting text in the Specification 
specify a baking temperature, it is unclear what this baking step is to achieve. 
The Specification does not appear to teach with any specificity what result is to 
be achieved by performing the claimed baking step. Hence, no time period for 
baking is specified, no outcome is described as being sought after, and no 
specific gas atmosphere, other than high purity inert gas, is specified. In view of 
this absence of description in the Specification and the general unpredictability of 
the chemical arts, it is unclear how the claimed invention has been enabled. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

7. The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Regarding Claim 3, antepenultimate line, it is unclear what is meant by the 
phrase "chromium-oxide". It is unclear whether this material is necessarily 
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"0203" or whether it may constitute any compound of chromium and oxygen. 

Applicant's argument at page 5, top line of applicant's Remarks of 10 July 2008 
suggests the former, but the plain meaning of the phrase may be broader in 
scope. Regarding Claim 3, penultimate line, it is unclear whether the phrase 
"oxidized chromium" also means that the material is necessarily "0203" or 

whether other compounds of chromium and oxygen may be present. 

Response to Amendment 

1 0. In view of applicant's amendments and arguments, applicant traverses the 
section 103 rejection over Kuze in view of Hutkin of the Office Action mailed on 
14 March 2008. Rejection is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and 
arguments. However, reinstatement of rejection may be warranted upon review 
of applicant's reply to the rejections set forth above.
